County Schools Ask Commission For Help With 


Garbage Problems 


The Coffee County Com- 
mission met on Monday, Jan- 
uary 22, at the courthouse in 
Elba, and once again the 
commissioners heard of prob- 
lems involving county resi- 
dents and Solid Waste Enter- 
prises. 

This time the complaints 
came from Coffee County 
Superintendent of Education 
Jimmy Baker, who stated ‘‘I 
came to you because | didn’t 
know where to go?’ 

Supt. Baker told the Com- 
mission that the schools in 
the Coffee County School Sys- 
tem use Solid Waste Enter- 
prises for garbage pickup, 
and that ‘‘we are having 
trouble with the garbage ser- 
vice. The service is going 
down while the bills are going 
up. There is no way to 
determine the quality of 
Service because most of the 
time we don’t get any ser- 
vice,’’ 

Baker informed the Com- 
mission that the county 
Schools’ garbage bills have 
increased monthly. The bills 
ren $409 in October, $448 
in November, $504 in Dec- 
ember, and $391 for the early 
part of January. Baker added 
that in December there was 
no pickup during the last two 
weeks of the month, 

“The principals of the 
schools have complained to 
Solid Waste Enterprises,’ 
Said Baker, ‘‘but it has done 
no good. When garbage piles 
up at the schools, it causes 
a health problem, and we 
can’t have that. I am willing 
to work with the Commission, 
but something must be done. 
The problem is getting worse. 
In January, we have hadprac- 
tically no service, and at 
Kinston, the first garbage 
pickup this month was on 
January 18. The service is 
getting worse every month!’’ 

Baker also reported that 
recently Solid Waste Enter- 
prises stated only garbage in 
plastic bags would be picked 
up, and that to place garbage 
in bags ‘would just add 
another expense.” 

The Commission stated it 
would notify Solid Waste Ent- 
erprises of the poor report 
of its service, and agreed 
the schools needed imme- 
diate help. 

Before leaving the meet- 
ing, Baker told the Commis- 
sipn ‘‘some good news.” Baker 
informed the members that 


the results of the reading tests 
for second grade students was 
in, and that students in the 
local School system rated tops 
in the state. Baker added 
that the 3 high schools in the 
system were doing work 
needed to get the schools ac- 
credited, 


The meeting began at 10:00 
a.m. with all members pre- 
sent. Present were Gilmer 
Grant, Rex Boutwell, Jack 
Hornsby, Bennie Beckham, 
Don Smith and Max J. 
Reeves. Also present were 
Probate Judge James L. 
Sawyer, Clerk Brunease 
Winston and Engineer Leslie 
Mullins, 

Mr. Ned Folmar of the 
Coffee County Forestry Com- 
mission, was the meeting’s 
first visitor, and said ‘‘?'m 
here to help Coffee County. 
Our budget came up $3500 
short and it was due to the 
county’s 15% cut in funds,’’ 
said Folmar. ‘‘Three years 
ago we had one man and one 
unit in the county, and we 
now have 3 men and two and 
one-half units. To maintain 
this level of service, we need 
the extra funds. I asked a 
couple of commissioners if 
I could raise $2000 in dona- 
tions, would they make up 
the difference. Well, here 
are checks amounting to 
$2000 in donations, and Pd 
like to know if the Commis- 
sion will give the additional 
money,’’ 

The Commission com- 
mended Mr. Folmar for his 
efforts in raising the money, 
and agreed to write the 
State Forestry Commission to 
seék help for the county 
board. The Commission 
agreed to discuss the possi- 
bility of making an addi- 
tional payment to the For- 
estry Commission, 

A letter from the State 
Fire Marshall was passed 
around, and it reported no 
progress had been made since 
the last inspection. The letter 
added that 2 of 3 smoke de- 
tectors in the jail had been 
removed and that the fire 
extinguisher was empty. The 
Commission stated it had 
given Sheriff Neil Grantham 
the authority to do the needed 
repairs, and it questioned his 
neglect of his duty. 

Commissioner Jack 
Hornsby declared, ‘‘It’s his 
department and he should have

the repairs done, now.’’ 


County Attorney Joe 
Sawyer met with the Com- 
mission and commented on a 
recent court order requiring 
the Commission to pay legal 
fees in indigent cases. The 
Commission had delayed pay- 
ing the fees until an apneal 
by Escambia County on the 
Same matter was settled, 

“Something is going to 
have to be done,’’ said Mr. 
Sawyer, ‘‘or the Commission 
will be in contempt of court, 
There are two alternatives in 
the case: -- 1) to pay the 
fees of $1278, or 2) not 
pay and be in court on Feb- 
ruary 2.’’ 

Sawyer stated the only way 
to avoid contempt charges 
would be to pay the fees and 
appeal to the court, 

“A similar case is being 
appealed to the Supreme 
Court,’ added Sawyer, ‘‘but 
its decision will not come 
until after the deadline for 
payment passes. 


Commissioner Don Smith 
stated, ‘‘If Judge McAliley is 
a citizen of Coffee County and 
an elected official, why 
wouldn’t he grant us an ex- 
tension on the payment until 
after the court case is set- 
tled,’”’ 

Commissioner Rex Bout- 
well said ‘‘I don’t think Judge 
McAliley should hear the case 
because he would be biased!”’ 

After a lengthy discussion, 
Commissioner Bennie Beck- 
ham made a motion ‘‘under 
protest” to pay the legal fees 
listed in the court order. 
Commissioners Beckham, 
Smith, Hornsby and Reeves 
voted in favor of the motion, 
while Commissioners Bout- 
well and Grant abstained from 
voting. 

Speaking on the matter, 
Commissioner Don Smith 
said, ‘I think by the time 
we paid the legal fees to fight 
the order, we would end up 
paying about as much as the 
order asks for. That’s why I 
voted for it.’’ 


County Engineer Leslie 
Mullins met with the Commis- 
sion and stated: 

***the theft of road signs were 
costing the county between 
$500 - $1000 per month; 

***the .Armory Commission

New releases from federal 
agencies involved with the 
screening of qualified candi- 
dates for the newly created 
federal judgeships throughout 
the United States have released 
the names of those Alabam- 
ians under consideration for 
the lifetime appointments. 

Among the sixty members 
of the legal profession consi- 
dered as likely candidates by 
the federal screening com- 
mittees is Circuit Judge 
Terry L. Butts of Elba, ac- 
cording to a new release in the 
BIRMINGHAM POST HERALD 
on Tuesday of this week. 

Butts told this newspaper 
Tuesday afternoon that he had 
no idea how his name got on 
the list, but he considered it 
a compliment that someone 
thought him worthy of con- 
sideration. 

Butts, a graduate of Troy 
State University and the Uni- 
versity of Alabama, was elec- 
ted Circuit Judge in 1976 to 
serve the Coffee-Pike Circuit, 
has served as City Recorder, 
County Court Judge and Juve- 
nile Court Judge as well as 
eight years of practicing law 
in Elba. 

His other political involve- 
ments have included two terms 
on the Coffee County Democrat- 
ic Committee and as a 
campaign chairman for Demo- 
cratic Senator John Sparkman 
during his last successful run 
for office in 1972, 
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Court Suit Filed To Force County Commission To 


Build Jail In 


Shortly before Monday’s 
meeting of the Coffee County 
Commission was adjourned, 
Deputy Sheriff Jim Henderson 
appeared and presented Pro- 
bate Judge James L. Sawyer 
and all the commissioners 
with a summons listing the 
group as defendants in a 
suit brought by B. Z. Rey- 
nolds and Charles H, Amos. 

The court order stated that 
the defendants ‘‘show cause in 
their answer why the Coffee 
County Commission should 
not cause to be erected a safe 
and suitable jail in Enter- 
prise, Alabama; pursuant to 
the law made and provided.’ 

The plaintiff's complaint 
stated: 

(1) Plaintiffs represent 
and show unto the court that 
they are over the age of 19 
years and are residents and 
taxpayers of Enterprise Div- 
ision, Coffee County, Ala- 
bama; that the defendants are 
elected officials of and resi- 
dents of Coffee County, Ala- 
bama. 

(2) Act No. 164, Legis- 
lature of Alabama, approved 
February 28, 1907, created 
the Circuit Court of Coffee 
County at Enterprise, Ala- 
bama, and provided for the 
erection of a courthouse and 
jail. 

Included in the Act were 
the following sections: 

Section 13 - ‘That until 
a Safe and suitable jail can 
be erected in Enterprise... 
all persons — shall be | con- 
fined to the jail in Elba; and 
it is hereby made the duty of 
the court of county commis- 


Enterprise 


Sioners . . . to erect and 
equip at Enterprise a suit- 
able jail by the first day of 
January 1908 at the expense 
of the county.”’ 

Section 14 - ‘‘That after 
the erection... . all persons 
held for or convicted by said 
circuit court at Enterprise 
be confined in the jail at 
Enterprise or at Elba as the 
Sheriff deems safer...” 

Section 11-14-10 « “The 
county commission shall erect 
courthouses, jails and hos- 
pitals . .. and shall have 
authority to level a special 
tax for that purpose. In 
counties in which a circuit 
court. ..is.. held in 
more than one place . . 
the county commission shall 
erect a courthouse and jail 
at each of such places and 
such courthouses and jails to 
be adequate and commodious 
for the business of each 
GOUrisisrersrae. 


The suit states that per- 
sons held for or convicted by 
the Court in Enterprise are 
housed in Elba and that such 
jail is not large enough to 
accomodate prisoners. The 
suit also_stated the constitu- 
tional rights of the inmates 
have been violated. 

In the order, the plaintiffs 
ask the court to ‘‘order the 
defendants to erect at Enter- 
prise, Alabama, a safe and 
suitable jail.’’ 

The commissioners failed 
to make a statement on the 
suit and left immediately fol- 
lowing the meeting.

Lone Gunman Robs Brooks’ Cafe Of 


$250 - Is Still At Large 


Brooks Cafe, a small res- 
taurant across the street from 
Dorsey Trailers, was robbed 
on Wednesday, January 17, by 
a lone gunman who later eluded 
an extensive manhunt by Elba 
police, state troopers and 
Coffee County sheriff's dep- 
uties, 

The one-room cafe, 
operated by Mrs. Lillian 
Brooks for over nine years, 
was robbed at approximately 
1:30 p.m., shortly after the 
Dorsey employees’ lunch 
break. Mrs. Brooks told 
THE ELBA CLIPPER she 
was wiping off the tables 
after everyone had left when 
she heard a side door open, 
When Mrs, Brooks turned 
around, she saw a rifle pro- 
truding through the doorway, 
and she yelled, ‘‘What are 
y'all doing?’’ thinking a neigh- 
bor was playing a joke on 
her, 

Mrs. Brooks reported a 
black male then entered the 
cafe and pointed the rifle 
directly at her. The robber, 
wearing a red ski mask that 
covered his head except for 
openings at the mouth and 
eyes, looked to make sure 
the cafe was empty, and then 
“‘grunted’’ and motioned with 
the gun for her to sit at a 
desk. The gunman pointed 
toward the drawer where the 
money is kept and Mrs. 
Brooks stated ‘‘I gave him 
some money and begged him 
not to kill me,’’ 

The gunman placed the 
money in a jacket pocket and 
motioned for Mrs. Brooks to 
give him the remainder of 
the money. She then gave the 
robber all the money in the 
drawer, which totaled nearly 
$25@. Mrs. Brooks added that 
while she was getting the 
money, the gunman moved to 
where he could see herhands, 
so she wouldn’t try to go 
for a gun. After giving all 
the money to the robber, 
Mrs. Brooks stated she 
Started ‘‘crying and begging 
for my life, because he had 
a wild look, and I know he 
wanted to shoot me.”’ 

The gunman then left 
through the same side door 
he nad entered, and after a

short time, Mrs. Brooks ran 
out the front door for help. 

**I was running across the 
street to Dorsey’s to get 
some men to help me,’’ said 
Mrs. Brooks, ‘‘and a police 
car went right in front of me, 
I tried to tell him I had been 
robbed by a man with a gun, 
but all he understood was that 
I had seen a man with a gun.”’ 

Patrolman Ricky Christian 
pursued the robber down a 
side road by the cafe and 
called in additional officers 
to seal off the area. An 
extensive manhunt followed, 
as members of the Elba 
Police Department, Coffee 
County Sheriff's Department, 
State troopers and blood- 
hounds from Dothan joined 
the search, which continued 
until early Wednesday night. 
It proved futile, however. 

Mrs. Brooks was visibly 
shaken by the robbery, but 
opened up Thursday morning 
as usual, because ‘‘It’s a liv- 
ing.”

Acknowledging the growing problem and the growing debate, 
we find ourselves consistently going back to one particular 
proposal as the only solution short of armed warfare that will 
ever gather enough of the right support to move the debate 
out of the headlines and into working plans, 


Repeatedly we are told that both the Elba and the Enterprise 


courthouses are inadequate 


and 


in a poor state of repair. 


Estimates of millions to just put them into get-by standards 
are frowned on by builders, financial experts and just folks. 


Talk of building just one courthouse in Elba, Enterprise or 
the compromise of New Brockton in the center of the county 
gets one~or another group up in arms and, apparently, none 
of the ideas in this area can get off the ground, 


The 


cost of building two new 


courthouses simultaneously 


appears to be beyond the financial capabilities of the Coffee 
County money coffers, even on a long-term basis. The plan 
of the Coffee County Bar Association to build one new court- 


house in Enterprise and 


remodel the Elba courthouse hit 


some sour notes, and wouldn't solve the problem so graph- 
ically displayed on the courthouse lawn last Friday. 


Therefore, 


we endorse the idea of building one new court- 


house now, and within a certain number of years building 
another new courthouse, both with jails and adding the neces- 


sary tax to pay for them. 


“If we want to dance, we must pay 


the fiddler’ is an old saying, but it is still true. 


The decision then would be “‘ which to build first,’’ and it would 
need agreement among the community leaders around Coffee 
County. To continue with our endorsement, we propose that 
the first new courthouse be built in Enterprise. Selecting 
the location should be a community project. Then, in a few 
years, when the Enterprise courthouse was either paid for or 
almost so, build a new courthouse in Elba. To deny that 
Enterprise is the larger of the two communities and needs 
larger facilities is insulting to the intelligence of us all and 
is the basis for our endorsement of building there first. 


This proposal will take a spirit of cooperation, and looking 
around Coffee County we see plenty of people with the intelli- 
gence to take this proposal, smooth out the rough edges and 
make the plan work. 


The old buildings could either be torn down or used as mue- 
seums and/or display-sales headquarters for area artists 


and craftsmen, 


We foresee the question of people honoring the plan to build 
the second courthouse, regardless of where the first was 
built; but, again we have confidence in the people of Coffee 
County. Many of the community leaders that would be in- 
volved in this have shown us their word is their bond... 
it is something you can take to the bank. 


This could also be voted on by the people if it is tied toa 
tax requiring voter approval by pledging the tax to retiring 
the debt, and including a timetable for building the second 
courthouse. Then we would have a simple yes-no proposal. 


The final question is - what happens if this is brought toa 
vote and turned down by the people? ---under those conditions 
we continue fussing.
